WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—(UP). 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
urged Congress Friday to approve 
President Truman’s plan to re- 
organize the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau to insure “top efficiency, un- 
questioned integrity and maxi- 
mum economy.” 


Testifying before the House 
Executive Expenditures commit- 
tee, Snyder said the plan to re- 
form the scandal-ridden tax col- 
lecting bureau would: 


Make the bureau “an outstand- 
ing career service” with person- 
nel appointed by “merit.” 

Provide a “continuing and 
thorough check on employee be- 
havior.” 

Move many service functions 
from Washington and “thus bring 
them closer to taxpayer.” 

At the same time, Sen. Her- 
bert H. Lehman (Dem., N. Y.) 
told the Women’s National Demo- 
cratic Club that the Democratic 
Party will not get or deserve the 
confidence of the nation unless 
wrongdoers in government are dis- 
missed and punished. 

Mr. Truman’s plan to reorganize 
the bureau will go into effect au- 
tomatically unless either the 
House or Senate vetoes it by 
March 14. The Senate Executive 
Expenditures committee will start 
hearings Jan. 30. 

The presidential plan would 
eliminate the posts of 64 tax col- 
lectors who now are political ap- 
pointees. Their duties would be 
taken over by up to 25 district 
commissioners, all under civil 
service, Only the Internal Reve- 
nue Commissioner would be ap- 
pointed by the President. 

Snyder said he already has 
streamlined bureau operations as 
much as present law allows, and 
the rest is up to Congress.

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A Milestone and Some Questions 


The outstanding accomplishment of the 
holdover session of the Georgia General As- 
sembly during its first week was the com- 
pletion of the tax revision job it undertook 
last year. In fact, this*could be considered 
the major accomplishment of the Talmadge 
administration to date. 

Citizens, the governor, the Legislature, and 
the tax_revision commission deserve con- 
gratulations for completion of a vipa need- 
ed job. 

Eliminating the ad valorem tax as a major 
source of state revenue was promised when 
the sales tax was approved. That and elimi- 
nation of a number of nuftsance taxes have 
relieved Georgians of considerablé burden 
and made it possible for them to accept: the 
sales tax without too much grumbling.

Atomic Superiority 


President Truman has approved a plan 
for “real expansion” of the atomic energy 
program—perhaps the most significant single 
action which the present session of Congress 
can undertake. 

The program has been approved by the 
Senate-House committee on recommen- 
dations of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the Department of Defense—after 
study which covered not only the need, but 
the possibilities of development of the pro- 
gram at a more rapid rate. 


Senator McMahon, chairman of the joint - 


committee, is on record as envisioning an 
ultimate changeover to a large extent from 
the conventional weapons of war to atomic 
weapons through development of mass pro- 
duction methods. He also foresees the pro- 
duction of an atomic bomb “at less than the 
cost of a single tank.” 

Although the initial investment will be 
high, this offers hope that atomic weapons 
will give greater military potential at even 
lower cost than conventional weapons. Cer- 
tainly this will be true when taking into con- 
sideration the destructive powers of atomic 
weapons compared to the old. 

Churchill, in his message to Congress, re- 
iterated his conviction that United States’ 
A-weapons have been the only bar to sub- 
jugation of the free world by Communist 
aggression. 

Most of us agree with him. The Presi- 
dent and Congress must leave no stone un- 
turned to maintain the atomic superiority 
we must have for security and peace.

If all 
that is true, then would it not 
be a good idea to leave the 
elector procedure exactly the 
way it stands today?

There 
is no need to go exhaustively 
into the county-unit situation, 
though in passing it could be 
mentioned that neo monuments 
commemorating the furtherance 
of democracy have been erected 
in tribute to this peculiar vot- 
ing device. 

This latest proposal of the 
governor, if anything, carries 
the county-unit philosophy a 
step farther. Under the unit 
system residents of the more 
populous counties find their vote 
has been diluted about 1-160th 
in strength. Under the presi- 
dential elector plan all citizens 


—two-unit and six-unit Geor- 
gians alike—quite possibly could 
discover their ballot has been 
reduced to absolute zero. Or 
worse, it might even be that 
their vote would be dispatched 
in a direction quite foreign to 
that of the original casting. Con- 
sider, for instance, that the citi- 
zen has voted for the electors of 
the Prohibition Party. Later, it 
is discovered that there is some- 
thing wrong with the voting 
procedure. The three-man com- 
mission is summoned posthaste 
to the Capitol, and there is 
earnest considering of the prob- 
lem. Lo, and behold! John Q. 
Georgia’s vote comes out for the 
Vegetarian Party. 


Another manner of enlarge- 
ment is also involved in the 
presidential elector plan. The 
unit system is an internal de- 
vice, useful in maintenance of 
political power because of its 
broad base of votes represent- 
ing the wishes of comparatively 
few persons. Now, the elector 
proposition would take elec- 
toral abnormality beyond the 
boundaries of Georgia. 

The vote is the primary in- 
gredient of democracy. .Through 
it is controlled every meaning 
of our government. To strike at 
the vote is to strike at the very 
basis of our republican exist- 
ence. It is the inalienable right 
of each citizen to vote for whom 
he pleases. Any cloud brought 
over this fundamental tower of 
strength arising from the Amer- 
ican landscape will serve to 
darken our lives and our exist- 
ence in a society of free men. 

Let Governor Talmadge take 
plaudits for all the good that he 
has done, but let him consider 
that the vote of his fellow Geor-

George Says 


‘No New Taxes’ 


WASHINGTON—After laying down an edict 

against further tax increases at the new session 

of Congress, Georgia’s senior senator, Walter F. 

George, has written an article for the current issue of Look Maga- 
zine elaborating his views. As the chairman of the powerful Sen- 
ate finance committee having jurisdiction over all revenue legisla- 
tion, the Georgia senator exercises the most influential voice in 
Congress on the subject of taxes. When he sets himself down as op- 
posed to further tax raises, therefore, it carries the authority of an 


official dictum. 

Senator George, in the maga- 
zine article, takes the position 
that “we have reached the safe 
limit of our taxable capacity and 
that higher income taxes will 
destroy a large segment of our 
free society, impair our produc- 
tive strength, and add to infla- 
tionary pressures.” 


He concedes that this.is a 
“serious statement,” but said 
he did not make it lightly. 

“The ability of this nation, 
or any nation,” he wrote, “to 
raise taxes cannot be measured 
with mathematical precision, but 
that there is a point at which the 
burden of taxation can become 
a fatal deterrent to economic ac- 
tivity and therefore defeat the 
very objectives of a balanced 
budget is beyond dispute. The 
determination of this point is 
the heart of today’s tax prob- 
lem.” 

Senator George goes on to re- 
mind that since the outbreak 
of hostilities in Korea, Congress 
has increased taxes three times, 
with $15,500,000,000 in new 
taxes imposed within the last 
year and a half. As a result, he 
says, “Close to one-third of all 
the financial reward received by 
our people for the work they do 
and for the productive use of 
the property they own now goes 
for paying federal, state and lo- 
cal taxes.” 

This is the highest tax burden 
in our history, he declares— 
“considerably higher than econ- 
omists believe can be carried by 
a private ‘enterprise economy.” 
While we can safely shoulder 
the present burden for a brief 


period, he says, any appreciably 
- higher burden would result in 


extreme interference to our 
economy and work a grave in- 


have reached in federal taxes 
imposed. “If, for example, Con- 


gress should now confiscate all 
taxable income over $100,000 
by imposing a 100 per cent tax 
on income over that amount,” 
he said, “the additional revenue 
would be only about $34,000,000 
—or just enough at the current 
rate of federal spending to oper- 
ate the government for four 
hours. :
